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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art, neither 
singly nor in combination, discloses an energy conversion system having an oxidant delivery 
system, a fuel delivery system, a diluent delivery system delivering a vaporizable diluent fluid, 
an expansion system expanding an energetic fluid and a heat and mass transfer system 
recovering heat from the expanded energetic fluid.
